Comments were made about seminarians" physical appearance, hair, contemporary haircuts 
and the word "’cut"' was repeatedly used. 




Generous amounts of alcohol were served at the event. 

Priests did not want us to leave. 

One seminarian was so disgusted that he said that those priests need to go to confession. The 
seminarian also stated that he felt that he needed to shower after being exposed to such vulgarity. 

There w as a round table discussion by Rev, Bob Orlowski asking probing details of each 
seminarian, mocking the towns where each seminarian is from, asking If one was not smart 
enough to go to college, mocking what type of work each seminarian did before coming to Christ 
the King Seminary .
